The effect of granting the charter 
to the W estern Federation will, in the 
event of its ratification, be the estab­ 
lishment of a mining department un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the Am erican 
Federation of Labor.

New York, Jan , 21 — Officers of Ca­ 
nadian and Am erican express compa­ 
nies announced a reduction in through 
rates, soon to take effect, between all 
offices of the United States and many 
of Canada 
It is explained that sev­ 
eral of the Canadian companies have 
held back up to the present because 
the customs regulations at the Cana­ 
dian border require so much extra 
work that a reduction in existing rates 
would, in many cases, work a hard­ 
ship. 
All the Important express com­ 
panies were represented, including the 
Adams, Canadian. American, National, 
Northern, Southern, Western, Pacific, 
United States and Wells-Fargo. 
In explaining the new schedule tho 
companies instance the present rate 
between Plainfield, N. J., and Boston, 
which, under the new rule, will be 55 
cents, a saving to the shipper of 33 
per cent.

STILL IN ABEYANCE 


President Tall May Decide Ques­ 


tion in a Few Days. 


Washington,’ 
Jan . 
21.— President 
Taft is still pondering over the M in­ 
nesota Indian liquor case.

21.— Senator Cum- 
of Iowa startled the senate by 
ing that the |»ending ocean mail 
subsidy bill, which purports to author­ 
ize the payment of a subsidy for car­ 
rying the mails between the United 
States and South Am erica on the basis 
of the outgoing voyage solely, is so 
worded that it would permit the post­ 
master general to pay on every mile 
traveled by the vessel, both going and 
coming. 


Senator Gallinger declared the lan­ 
guage of the measure was not open 
to any 
such 
construction 
and 
told 
Senator Cummins that he believed he 
was “ over technical.” 
The Iowa sena­ 
tor insisted the peculiar expression in 
the phraseology of certain qualifying 
words made possible the construction 
he had warned the senate against. 
The senator from Iowa also contended 
the existing act of 1891, providing ^ 
subsidy for ocean mail carrying, also 
was o|w*n to the same construction he 
had placed on the landing bill. 
Senator Cummins was proceeding to 
argue in support of his contention 
when Senator Gallinger, who is in 
charge of the subsidy bill, told the 
senator from Iowa if the latter be­ 
lieved a change in the language of 
the bill 
to 
be 
essential 
to 
guard 
against a perversion of the intent of 
the lawm akers, Mr. CummlnB might 
rewrite the bill, so there could be no 
doubt as to construction.
